1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-5, 8, 10-13, 
16, 25, and 26 are allowable over prior art references because related references do not disclose 
all the limitations of the claims, in particular, switching weighting coefficients in the middle of a 
burst, wherein the weighting coefficients multiply input signals for synthesizing and a gap 
estimator/compensator is used to compensate coefficients based on estimated gaps obtained 
through correlation.
